Jt 
has a ja, , serrated top'of about tvo-miles 
‘long which inclines to the E., (the only ‘way by 
which an ascent can be made), by a sharp slope 
until the 9,000 feet contour is reached, after which 
it continues for.a distance ' of 30 miles when 
it dics away into the table land at the 
base ; considerable spurs are. given off from 
the south side from which some of the principal 
rivers in'North Bomco take their source,“ 

The Gneissic region of North Borneo bears a 
most luxurious growth of primeval forest, and. 
experta say the soil is particularly good ‘for the 
cultivation and growth of tobacco, sugar, coffee 
and indeed all other products of a tropical 
climate. The country has the advantage of being 
outside the regions of typhooiis, even high winds 
are extremely rare, and as the rains are frequent 
and heavy the products of the soil are safe from 
‘atmospheric disturbance and are nourished by. 
suficient moisture, Volcanos’ (active) do not 
exist in any part of the island,’ and earthquakes, 
that fearful terror.of many other islands of 
the Malay, Archipelago and the Phillippines, 
are unknown, ° From.all these considerations 
‘itds doubtful whether in any other portion of the 
tropics such favourable conditions.cxist for the 
growth of the products named—certainly no place 
More'so, as.the topography and virgin soil over 
vast regions cannot be surpasscd forthe purpose.
